Since the vote has been advertised 
to be taken, first hand imformation has 
been gained as to what the people of 
the district and elsewhere think of 
the proposed venture, Farmers, 
travellers, tourists, collectors and ho- 
tel men as jwell as preachens have 
been interviewed and a large major- 
ity ‘have expressed the opinion that 
a ‘licensed hotel would be a distinct 
asset to the town. Travellers with- 
out exception staite that the village 
has been seVerely handicapped and 
that undoubtedly much trade has been 
lost to the various business houses 
operating in the village by the lack of 
good ‘hotel accommodation and _ res- 
tourant falcilities , Travellers have in 
the past gone #o one or the other of 
the neighiyorlng towns and given them 
business to whch Bentley has betn 
entitled. (With a relatively small dis- 
trict tributary to its doors it needs all 
the business in order to remain in 
existence. The recent’ sale to its 
creditors of one of the main business 
concerns, is a distinct warning tto 
those still operating, of what may ‘be 
expecied if the present condition of 
affairs is alowed to exist. Bank re- 
turns have suffered considerably and 
better branches than situated at Bent- 
ley have ‘been closed. -To Jose banking 
facilities would mean that the Muni- 
cipal Offfice would have to move, also 
the telephone office now oper - 
ating on a twenty four hour basis is 
in danger of being reduced to twelve. 

Under the Alberta Liquor Control 
Act. the village ‘wvould_ ‘be fully -pro- 
tected. If at any time the Licensed 
Premises were conducted improperly, 
it coutd ibe closed permanently in a 
few ‘hours; and, if at the expiration 
of two years the people of the village 
Should think that the Hote] has not

With these facts before them, the 
voters of Bentley would do well to con- 
sider the consequences of passing up 
an opportunity to put themselves on 
an equal ba'sis with the surrounding 
towns, by deciding to vote against a 
measure that will provide goodwill 
between viMlagé and country, and the 
centralization of business at the point 
where it belongs,

Commemorates: Laying Of 
First Submarine Cable 


Tablet Marking Historic Eyent Un- 
veiled At Charlottetown 

A stormy day nearly 81 years ago 
when oxen and horses dragged ashore 
the Prince Edward Island end of the 
first submarine cable in America, was 
described at Charlottetown as Chief 
Justice J. A. Mathieson unveiled a tab- 
let commemorating the historic event. 

The cable was laid by Frederick 
Newton Gisborne on Nov. 22, 1852, 
from Cape Tormentine, New Bruns- 
wick, to Carleton, Prince Edward Is- 
land, a distance of nine miles. The 
steamer carrying the line across the 
angry Northumberland Strait could 
not get within a mile of the Carleton 
shore and the feat was accomplished 
with great difficulty by means of a 
kedge anchor and the united strength 
of eight animals. 

Donated by the Historic Sites and 
Monuments Board of Canada, the 
tablet was placed on the outside of 
the provincial building within which 
the first conference looking toward 
the confederation of Canadian prov- 
inces was held in 1864. Here the 
achievement of Gisborne was acclaim- 
ed by a distinguished gathering pre- 
gided over by Professor D. C. Har- 
wey, of Halifax, a native of Prince 
Edward Island, archivist of Nova 
Scotia and a member of the board. 


Alcohol From Wheat 


Bays Plant For This Purpose Doubt- 
ful Business Proposition 
Establishment of a plant at Cal- 
gary to produce industrial alcohol 
from surplus wheat would be a 
doubtful business proposition, accord- 
ing to Professor J. W. Shipley, of the 
University of Alberta, in his report to 
Calgary Board of Trade, which sought 
his advice on the matter. The board 
has been studying the idea as a way 
to remove the wheat surplus. 
“Economically, I am quite sure the 
manufacture of absolute alcohol from 
grain would require governmental as- 
sistance,” Dr. Shipley reports. “In 
Europe,” he points out, “manufacture 
of ethyl alcohol from agricultural 
products cannot compete with the use 
of gasoline as a fuel, due to the rela- 
tively high price of these products 
for food purposes. In general, in Eu-

rope, wherever alcohol is used as a 
fuel competing with gasoline, it has 
government support in some form or 
other.”

Sheffield’s Hammers And Furnaces 
Form Theme For Overture 


Sheffield’s clanging steam hammers grac 


and roaring furnaces have been set 
to music by Dr. Desmond MacMahon, 
a local composer, in an overture giv- 
ing a musical impression of this great 
industrial city and its surroundings.

Report Of Seed Branch 


Gives Prospects Of Clover And Grass 
Seed Production 

The Seed Branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture reports 
the prospects of clover and grass 
seed production in Canada this year, 
as follows: 

Alfalfa—A short crop in Southern 
Alberta; prospects very poor in On- 
tario. 

Timothy—The total production for 
all Canada may not be greater than 
50 per cent. of the 1932 crop. South- 
ern Alberta, including the Pincher 
Creek area, will practically have no 
seed this year owing to drought. In 
Quebec and Eastern Ontario, the 
acreage saved for timothy is less than 
last year due to a light crop which 
required more of the timothy to be 
cut for hay. 

Alsike—-Much smaller crop in On- 
tario but of good quality. 

Bluegrass—In Ontario almost a 
complete failure, but the 400,000 Ibs. 
of carryover will take care of the 
| situation. 


Red Clover—-In Quebec and On- 
tario, the prospects promise better 
| than usual.

Winter Habits Of Bears 
“ ‘What bears do when they hibernate 


during the winter has always been a| Man's the vicissi-.

An interesting attempt to discover | fruitful. And of the departments of 


these secrets is to be made next win- 
ter by Frank Childs of Yellowstone 
Park. 

He will try to persuade a yearling 
black bear, one of the least vicious 
species found in the park, to take up 
lodging for the winter in a specially 
prepared sunken den, The den is a 
fifty-gallon barrel, lined with straw 
and hay, and apparently connected 
with the surface only by an entrance 
used by the bear. 

Actually there is also a kind of 
periscope, or listening tube, by means 
of which Childs hopes to answer these 
questions, among others: 

Do yearling bears nurse or feed in 
the hibernation period? : 

Do they sleep soundly all of the 
time or wake up from time to time? 

Do they breathe normally? 

What is their general disposition? 

Mr. Childs will carry on his “key- 
hole” inquiry from mid-November un- 
til some time in March, when the 
hibernation period ends. . From his 
study he believes will come valuable 
information differing from that glean- 
ed by studies of captive bears. 

Dan McCowan, the C.P.R. natural- 
ist in the Rockies, stated that when 
the bears came out of their long sleep 
they were as thin as rakes and cor- 
respondingly weak. They gradually 
fattened as time wore on, -and when 
they were due to begin their next 
hibernation they were hog-fat. They 
lived upon their own fat throughout 
the winter months. 

Camels and dromedaries also live 
on their own. fat when necessary. 
Their well-known humps are really 
fat, and if they have to go without 
food for a long time the hump grad- 
ually grows smaller as it is absorbed 
in their bodies —St. Thomas Times- 
Journal.

Much research and experiment has 
gone to the improvement which can 
now be recorded. The problem is not 
an easy one. Engine noise, airscrew 
noises, drumming of the slipstream 
from the airscrew against the sides 
of the fuselage and vibration must 
all be considered. Reduction of engine 
noise reveals how serious an offender 
is the airscrew. Subsequent lessening 
of the airscrew racket may heighten 
the apparent effect inside the ma- 
chine of slipstream drumming and 
vibration. 

Direct silencing of the engine ex- 
haust, in the manner adopted on mo- 
tor cars, is scarcely feasible because 
of the weight of the silencer and the 
serious loss of efficiency in the en- 
gine. The Fairey 3F biplane, powered 
with a specially silenced “Kestrel” 
motor, flown at the royal air force 
display this year, was quieter than 
most other flying machines, but the 
loss of performance due to the “drag” 
or air resistance of the two huge si- 
lencing boxes, their weight and the 
loss in effective engine output was 
sufficient to put the device out of 
court.

| Dominion Experimental 


One of the exhibits at the New 
York State Fair at Syracuse is to 
be a “mammoth cheese” weighing 
12,000 pounds that is expected to 
open the eyes of the natives. 

But, as a correspondent of the 
Montreal Gazette points out, this 
cheese, large though it is, will be a 
mere pygmy in comparison with one 
that Canada sent to the World’s Fair 
in Chicago 40 years ago and that 
cheese, it is worth remarking, was a 
product of the eastern part of On- 
tario, still famous for its dairy pro- 
duction. 

“This reminds me,” writes G. A. 
Marson, of Montreal, to the Gazette, 
“of the mammoth cheese from Can- 
ada which formed part of the Cana- 
dian exhibit and which I saw at the 
World’s Columbian Exhibition at 
Chicago in 1893. This enormous mass 
of cheese was manufactured at the 
Dairy Sta- 
tion, at Perth, Ont., under the super- 
vision of Prof. James W. Robertson, 
who was then acting as Dominion 
Dairy Commissioner. As much as 
207,200 pounds of milk were used 
in making it, that quantity being 
equal to the milk of 10,000 cows for 
one day in September. The cheese 
weighed 22,000 pounds net. It was 
encased in the mould or hoop of steel 
in which it was pressed and a pres- 


was applied to make it perfectly solid. 
It measured 28 feet in circumference 
by six feet in height. A special truck 
was made for transporting it through 
Great Britain after it left Chicago. 
It was later sold to T. J. Lipton, of 
London, England, who exhibited it as 
a feature of his business in every 
large city of Great Britain and Ire- 
land.” 

Syracuse Fair may have {ts 12,000- 
Ib. cheese, but Canada made and dis- 
played one of 22,000 Ibs. 40 years 
ago. And that record does not seem 
to have been exceeded since that 
time.— Brockville Recorder and Times.

New Process Reclaims Wool 


Old Cloth Made New With No Cotton 
Fiber 


Little Helps For This Week 


“The exceeding greatness of His 


Waste clothes and rags can be’ power to usward who believe accord- 


turned into textile fibres for a second 
use by a carbonization process that 
reclaims all the wool, says Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. Vegetable mat- 
ter, such as cotton and linen, is de- 
stroyed by hydrochloric-acid fumes, 
but wool is undamaged. When a 
wool suit is held in the fumes a short 
time the cotton stitchings are reduced 
to brittle carbon compounds and the 
suit falls in pieces. 

Old clothes that have been dried 
carefully are placed in a huge air- 
tight cylinder, to which the fumes are 
admitted. In four hours the smart- 
est suit is reduced to a pile of wool- 
len cloth without a trace of cotton or 
linen fiber. After cooling the rags are 
given a vigorous shaking in a ma- 
chine called a duster. A grinding ma- 
chine completes the operation by rip- 
ping each bit of cloth into fibers to 
use for new cloth.

CANCER’S TOLL 

During 1982, 628 persons died from 
cancer and a total of 642 cases was 
reported to physicians and hogpitals, 
according ‘to a report released by the 
cancer committee of the Alberta Med- 
ical Association, Thursday, 

“Ignorance of the early indications 
of cancer on the part of ‘the public 
and failure to recognize the early 
manifestations of the disease are the 
two prime causes of delay in obtain- 
ing recognized types of treatment,” 
the report states. 

“In reviewing the cases reported, 
the fact in almost 100 per cent of the 
cases treatment was given ‘promptly 
after diagnosis, is significant. Pov- 
erty as a reason for delayed treatment 
was given in ome case only, and in 
this case the radiologist concerned of- 
fered to provide the treatment, but 
the patient refused to accept treat- 
ment until he was in a position. to 
pay for it, 

“In a few cases surgical treatment 
was unduly prolonged because of the 
patient’s fear of an operation or his 
desire to try the various quack rem- 
edies and consult. various quacks. 
Diagnosis wags delayed in a large num- 
ber of cases for months, and 
years, after the apparent onset. 

“The report of the cancer cases for 
the year 1982 have been somewhat 
more complete than those submitted 
for the year 1931, but in a large num- 
ber of the returns received the infor- 
mation ig incomplete.

Pe On Viidicn Bev Route 


Some fairly strong language is indulged in by the Financial Post of 
Toronto in its opposit'on to the Hudson Bay Railway, and in support of 4 
demand made by it that the route be abandoned. A recent attack by the 
Financial Post on this western outlet for western products may well be 
quoted: It says: 

“The colossal failure of that notorious contractor's racket, the Hudson 
Bay Railway, was bluntly demonstrated last year when the Government had 
to provide free storage in the Churchill elevator to induce any grain at all 
to move out over the route. 

“An equally forcible demonstration of the present uneconomic character 
of the route has been provided this year. The Government announced an 
intention of charging the regular tolls at the elevator, tolls which were the 
lowest of those imposed by Government order at any elevators throughout 
Canada. No grain was offered for shipment. Even the grain growing inter- 
ests of Western Canada, who had for two generations advocated the opening 
of the Bay route in order to reduce their costs of shipping grain to Europe, 
refused to ship grain; they knew that the established routes via the Great 
Lakes and the Pacific Coast were more economical. 

“Political pressure was brought on the Government to repeat the satire 
of last year when a pretence of success of the route was made. It was 
finally decided to reduce storage rates at Fort Churohill from the usual 
figure of almost one cent a month to the ridiculously low figure of one cent 
for the whole period from now to the end of August next. This had the effect 
of paying a cash bonus out of the Dominion treasury to those who would 
store grain at Churchill. Now the elevator has been filled up. On-to-the-Bay 
enthusiasts can declare that the route is a success. But the taxpayer is 
paying a heavy bill for this child’s play. If Ottawa made the terms attractive 
enough there would be. people willing to load grain in bags and canoe it 
down the Mackenzie River to the Arctic Ocean and then to fly it over the 
north pole to continental markets. 

“The country would be infinitely better off and taxation could be re- 
duced if the route were completely abandoned and the expensive attempts 
to bonus traffic to use it were abandoned. 

“The Hudson Bay route is not a business enterprise but a hybrid of a 
white elephant and a political sacred cow. As such it has the ‘protection’ of 
political leaders of both parties, their eyes cocked to the western vote in the 
next election. 


“But the huge losses and the charge for the bonus to favored grain | 


operators who have been paid to use the route are a big item in every tax 
payment made by every citizen.” 

The argument of the Financial Post is simply this,—that it would be 
better and cheaper to abandon the route, leave the elevator at Churchill 


empty, than to fill {t up with grain on which only $20,000 in storage! 


charges will be paid. How, it may be asked, is an empty elevator to cost the 
taxpayer less than a full one? 

The Hudson Bay route is a new route. It is in its infancy, and it has 
been thrown open to traffic at a time of the greatest trade depression in 
the history of the world. It must, and will, be given a fair chance to prove 
itself. 

How many scores of millions were poured out by the Government of 
Canada for years, and how many concessions were granted, to demonstrate 
to the shipping world the feasibility of “ah ocean port at Montreal, a 
thousand miles inland from the sea, and located on a river that is ice-bound 
half the year? How many more millions have been poured out to create a 
harbor at Toronto, and upon canals at Saulte Ste. Marie, Welland, and along 
the St. Lawrence, in order that upper lakes shipping might get to Toronto 
and Montreal? The Financial Post does not object to these millions being 
spent to benefit the Eastern shipping route, but it yells blue murder because 
a mere fraction of the sums so expended ig now spent on a purely Western 
route. ; 

It was Government expenditures, for which Western people are taxed 
as well as the people of East, that made the port of Montreal and provided 
business for Toronto. Had those expenditures not been made, and had the 


Government not nursed these routes in their experimental stages, the) 


development of today would neve have been realized. 
Toronto's financial paper opposed the Hudson Bay route from its incep- 
tion. The first line of attack was that successful commercial navigation of 


Hudson Bay and Straits was an impossibility. That theory was exploded, | 


and the feasibility of the route established. Now, because of certain abnor- 
mal. conditions which have resulted in a rate war on the Great Lakes, and 
the lowering of rates to such a point that it is cheaper, for the time being, 


to ship by that route than through Churchill, Toronto demands the abandon- | 


ment of the Western route. Let it once be abandoned and the Great M&kes 
shippers will, with that competition removed, quickly advance their rates. 
The last boat to leave Churchill, and it will be the tenth this season, 
will carry a cargo consisting of some hundreds of thousands of bushels of 
wheat, hundreds of head of Western cattle, 20 tons of Saskatchewan pro- 
duced honey, four carloads containing 150 009 feet of Saskatchewan spruce 
lumber. This will be the first time Saskatchewan lumber has been shipped 


to England by any route, and the first time either honey or cattle have. 


gone out via Churchill. All of which goes to prove the statement that the 
route is only in its infancy. 

The Financial Post has always professed to believe in Government pro- 
tection for infant industries. Let it be fair now and give this lone Western 
infant a chance to live, and given that it will thrive and grow. Possibly the 
truth is that the interests which the Toronto financial paper represents 
does not want it to thrive and grow. Our prediction is, nevertheless, that it 
most assuredly will.

Inventor's Grave Marked 


Monument To Canadian Who Evolved 


Process Of Kerosene 

An inconspicuous sunken grave in 
Camp Hill cemetery at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, has been marked by one of 
the large oil companies to show the 
final resting place of Abraham Ges- 
ner, M.D., D.F.G.S., who gave to 
America kerosene for a lighting fuel. 
The grave of Dr. Gesher hag been 
graced by a tall black granite monu- 
ment, “erected as a token of apprecia- 
tion of his important contribution to 
the oil industry.” 

Briefly, the inscription on the stone 
tells of Dr. Gesner’s work. It reads: 

“Abraham Gesner, M.D., D.F.G.S. 

“Geologist. 

“Born at Cornwallis, Nova Scotia, 
May 2, 1797. 

“Died at Halifax, April 29, 1864. 

“His treatise on the Geology and 
Minerailogy of Nova Scotia, 1836, was 
one of the earliest works dealing with 
those ‘subjects in this province, and 
about 1852 he was American inventor 
of the process of Kerosene.”

Three-Year Search Rewarded 


Miles Of Cable Line Have Been 
Recovered From Ocean Floor 

Its pug-like prow coated with rust 
and scars, a little grey ship steamed 
quietly into the shelter of Halifax 
harbor and docked alongside the 
Western Union Cable Company pier. 
There was no open welcome for ship 
or crew, though they had just re- 
turned from a great victory over the 
elements and completed a task start- 
ed three years ago. 

But down in the deep hold of the 
cable ship “Lord Kelvin” was fath- 
oms of mutilated and corroded cable 
that bore evidence of the long search 

or a disrupted communication line. 
Month after month the “Lord Kelvin” 
had wallowed in the Atlantic as her 
crew grappled along the ocean bot- 
tom for the line, torn from its bed by 
the disastrous tidal wave that swept 
the southern coast of Newfoundland 
the winter of 1929. The ‘Lord Kelvin” 
had completed the search, begun the 
following spring. 

“It was just another “job” for the 
crew and the master of the “Lord 
Kelvin,” Capt. M. H. Bloomer, spoke 
lightly of it. He was more anxious to 
talk of the scientific aspect of the 
search. The cable, recovered more 
than three miles from its original 
course, was located only after 20 at- 
tempts over a distance of some 80 
miles. Only 10 miles of cable, how- 
ever, was recovered. 

Captain Bloomer said that during 
a seaquake like the one that shook 
the Newfoundland coast, the earth 
tremors were very rapid, causing ex- 
pansion of the earth surface and sub- 
sequent inceased tension on a cable. 
Often, too, cables were buried during 
such eruptions and usually lost per- 
manently while other times the heavy 
line would be carried from its bed, 
sometimes for miles. 

Much of the recovered line, he said, 
was useless, for if was badly torn and 
filled with small stones and grit that 
had severed the wires.

French Engineer Studying Production

A project to make tropical seas 
produce cheap ice is under study by 
the French Academy of Sciences.

Great interest in tree planting and 
a desire for special information on 
the subject have been shown again 
this year by many thousands of farm- 
ers in the Prairie Provinces who vis- 
ited the railway lecture car of the 
Canadian Forestry Association. The 
association is just completing its 
fourteenth season of excellent work 
in encouraging the planting of shel- 
ter belts and in telling just how it 
should be done in different sections 
and under different conditions. 

A great impetus has been given to 
War, and the value of tens of thou- 
tree planting in this way since the 
sands of farms has been increased. 
Many farmers estimate the increase 
in value after a number of years 
at from $1,000 to $2,000. 

Thousands of farmers living on 
treeless homesteads have long been 
seriously handicapped for lack of 
shelter belt of trees. Their crops have 
suffered more from wind stoms and 
from failure to retain moisture, and 
they have been unable to grow veg- 
etables or small fruits successfully. 

The drought of the last few years 
has directed attention to the value 
of tree planting as a means of pre- 
venting soil drift and of holding 
moisture for the crops. Hence the 
interest in the lecture car, which has 
been visited by good crowds both af- 
ternoon and evening at many places 
on the prairies.

prices with which no British firm can 
compete.

Movement Of Settlers 


Farmers Moving North From Alberta 
Dried-Out Areas 

Three townships of almost virgin 
farm land, lying south of Falher and 
west of Litthe Smoky River, have 
been set aside by provincial order-in- 
council for the settlement of farmers 
moving north from Alberta dried-out 
areas, says a Despatch from Edmon- 
ton. About 250 quarter sect’ons will 
be available for the purpose and wll 
be taken up mostly in farms of that 
size, with the limit set at a ha’‘f- 
section to any one family. 

Arrangements for the movement of 
settlers from the dry belt to this new 
area in the north will be the same 
as already in force in respect to 
other locations, transportation costs 
being borne by the provincial and 
federal governments and the raliway 
companies. 

Notice has been given by the lands 
and mines department to its land of- 
fice agents and to its administration 
staff at Edmonton that this block of 
land, situated within the Peace River 
agency, has been so reserved with a 


view to facilitating the transfer of 
settlers, and regulations have been 
drawn up for the operation of the 
policy.
